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Townsman Editorials Fg Wahl 
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Get Informed, Then Vote 


Any red blooded American who can walk into a polling 
place on Tuesday and shut himself away for the few 
minutes it takes to mark a ballot without feeling a surge 
of pride and patriotism is too far removed from the tradi- 
tions of this country to deserve its bounty. 

And any citizen who feels virtuous on election day just 
because he pulls the curtain on a voting booth and makes 
the required number of X’s, is as ineffective a citizen as 
the Sunday Christian is a church member, If he votes 
without having given some time and thought to the issues, 
he is cheating himself and his countrymen, 

Get-out-the vote campaigns are nothing new, but the 
recent emphasis on getting voters informed before getting 
them out is safer and saner, 

It is true that government ‘of and by the people” is 
more intricate than it was when the U.S. brand of demo- 
cracy was born, but it is also true that communications 
are better. Few if any, who attempt to become informed 
will succeed in toto. The sheer volume and complexity of 
information to be digested prevents it. 

But the odds are with the man who tries, and chances 
are (since he is a member of the best educated electorate 
in history) his judgment will at least be comparable in 
quality to that of citizens in earlier generations, 

The important thing now, five days before the election 
is that each man realize the potential significance of his 
vote while there is still time to add to his understanding 
of the issues — and still time to rid himself of the notion 
that one vote more or less won’t make any difference this 
year, 

One vote can be the decisive difference, 

In 1962, less than three votes in each of the 2,011] 
precincts elected this state’s present governor. 

One vote more, per IIInois precinct, would have given 
that state’s 26 electoral votes to the Republicans in 1960 
and changed the election for the nation, 

In 1962, less than one voter in each of Maine’s 63] 
voting precincts elected the governor by a majority of 
483 votes. 

One vote in each of New York’s 11,139 election dis- 
tricts elected the govermor in 1954. He won by 11,125 
votes. 

One vote in the 1959 race for mayor in Oklahoma City 
decided the contest with the winner receiving 9,571 and 
the loser, 9,570.
